Proceedings were instituted yesterday in be- 
half of the Republican Central Committee 
_ which will do much towards checking Demo- 
cratic election frauds. It is not at all unlikely 
that a select delegation from the ranks of the 
unwashed will be given time for reflectioa and 
repentance. Several warrants based upon 
affidavits made by C., C. Woodruff, and charg- 
ing the defendants named therein with per- 
jury, were issued by United States Commis- 
sioner Hoyne and given to the Marshal for 
service. . 
Seven Alleged Offenders Brought In. 
Deputy Marshals George Jones, Frank B. 
Hitchcock, Dave Shanahan, and Russell Hayes 
were directed by Marshal Hitchcock to make 
the arrests. There were nine defendants 
named and at 8:30 o’clock last night seven of 
the number were arraigned before Commis 
sioner Hoyne. They were Bailey Manning, a 
Halsted street saloonkeeper; John Coffey, 
Edward McKenna, and James Sheehan, West 
Side politicians. Bailey, it is said, had sworn 
that all the young men had been in this coun- 
try sufficiently long to entitle them to vote, and 
the other three swore similarly. The others 
of the party were J. L. Callaghan, who keeps 
a saloon and boarding-house in Gorden street 
near the Stock-Yards, and his two grand- 
nephews—Patrick and John Murray. Calla- 
ghan was witness for the boys when they pro- 
cure@ their papers. The whole seven were 
charged with perjury. They at once senta 
messenger to the City-Hall to relate their sor- 
rows. He immediately returned with Bill 
Fitzgerald, who was not nominated for State 
Treasurer by the Democrats. Fitzgerald 
signed four bail bonds in the sum of $2,000 
each and Manning, Coffey, Sheehan, and Mc- 
‘Kenna were turned loose. 

Callaghan did not find bail so readily. 
While awaiting the arrival of his friend he 
unburdened himself.

JUSTICE MILLER IS DEAD. 


THE VENERABLE SUPREME COURT 
JUDGE BREATHES HIS LAST. 


How the Deceased Jurist Was Regarded by 
His Colleagues on the Bench—An Inde- 
fatigable Worker—Ex-Secretary of War 
Belknap Found Dead in Bed, Having 
Succumbed to an Attack of Heart Dis- 

dase While Alone—His Public Career. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Oct. 13.—Justice Miller 
died tonight at eight minutes of 11 o’clock 
without a struggle, and apparently without 
pain. A few minutes before he died the 
phlegm in his throat gradually accumulated 
and his frame quivered. It was evident that 
the end was fast approaching, and ‘the mem-

[Samuel Freeman Miller was born in Richmond, 
Ky., April 5. 1816. His father emigrated there from 
Reading in 1412. His mother was the daughter of 
parents who had removed to Kentucky from 
North Carolina before her birth. His early years 
were spent upon a farm, but the drudgery 
of agriculture was a source of discontent 
to him and employment in a drug store gave him 
the opportunity for reading medicine. He gradu- 
ated in the medical department of Transylvania 
University when 22 years of age, and entered upon 
the practice of medicine in Knox County, Ky. He 
had been married in the meantime and had begun 
the study of law and was admitted to the bar in 
1847. In 1862 President Lincoln appointed Mr. 
Miller as Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, 
which position he retained to the time of his 
death. 

Characteristics of the Dead Jurist. 

During the twenty-eight years Justice Miller 
had resided in Washington his was a familiar 
figure on the streets. Until within the last 
few years Justice Miller was in the habit of 
walking to and from the Supreme Court. 
Only on great public occasions did he use a 
carriage. He was so democratic in his nature 
that he derided much of the pomp and frip- 
pery of official life. He was frequently heard 
to say that walking was good enough for him. 

Justice Miller was a glutton for work. Dur- 
ing the dinner hour and for an hour succeed- 
ing it he engaged in social converse with his 
family and with such guests as might be 
present, Then he retired to his office in the 
basement and labored frequently far into the 
morning hours. In spite of his 74 years his 
movements were as lively as those of a man of 
55 or 60, He was of giant mold physically as 
well as mentally, and a man of herculean 
strength. 

His bold, bluff, hearty way of speaking even 
when a young man threatened on several oc- 
casion to get him into serious trouble. He 
did not shrink from any physical encounter, 


although he never engaged in one. His moral 


courage was superb. Soon after he was 
seated on the bench of the Supreme Court he 
had ovcasion to rule on some matter of law 
that would either ruin or enrich his old law 
partner Col. Ballenger. He promptly decided 
against him, however, on the merits of the 
case and an estrangement followed, which 
never was healed. His genius for the interpre- 
tation of the law was almost infallible. While 
he was the best-natured man in the world, he 
would, as a prominent attorney said this even- 
ing, hang his own father if it was legally the 
thing to do and he was called upon to decide 
the matter. He was looked up to by every 
gnember of the Supreme Bench, from the 
Chief Justice down to the newest member of 
the court. ' 
Proposed for Chief Justice, 

It is an open secret that on two occasions 
Justice Miller’s name was earnestly discussed 
for the office of Chief Justice. For several days 
Cleveland hesitated between Miller and Car- 
lisle for the place made vacant by the death of 
the late lamented Chief Justice Waite, but the 
same reasons that prevailed with President 
Grant when Waite was appointed, as far as 
Miller was concerned, controlled Cleveland’s 
action. Justice Miller, while more or less 
aware of the discussion going on in each case, 
neither during its progress nor afterward out- 
wardly showed any interest in the matter 
He was an ambitious man, quite as ambitious 
as the late Chief Justice Chase, but his 
method of controlling his ambition was far 
more perfect. Whatever may have been his 
ambition in life it never disturbed his seren- 
ity, and the aftermath of results, however 
disappointing, left no trace of canker. 


Received the News with Sorrow. 
Ds Mois, Ia.. Oct..13.—[Special.]—The 
news of the death of Justice Miller will 
be received with profound sorrow throughout 
lowa. He was looked upon as the greatest 
citizen the State has ever produced. Justice 
Miller was taken from his practice at Keokuk 
at atime when the fate of the Nation was most 
uncertain. Going to the bench from a State 
the loyalty of whose people was never ques- 
tioned he did all in his power to diffuse their 
feelings throughout the Nation. 

The bulletin-boards here and elsewhere have 
been anxiously watched for tidings from Wash- 
ington, and when at last the news of Judge 
Miller’s death came it was with bowed heads 
and sad hearts that the crowds departed for 
home. Many aged men, intimate friends of 
the deceased, were visibly affected by the tid- 
ings. It is believed here that the remains will 
be buried at Keokuk, as the Judge often dur- 
ing his life expressed a desire to rest near the 
scene of his early successes. 

_ Keroxoux, Ia., Oct, 13.—[Special.]—News of 
the death of Justice Miller was received here 
with genuine feeling of sorrow by all. The'dead 
jurist was quite popular here, the oldest citi- 
zens who were his friends and associates be- 
fore his elevation to the Supreme Bench es- 
teeming him highly, while those who came to 
‘know him during his frequent visits to this 
city. cherish his memory pleasantly. The 
newspaper Offices have been besieged since 
Saturday morning, and bulletin boards have 
been anxiously and fearfully watched. It is 
thought that the remains of Judge Miller and 
Gen. Belknap will be brought here for burial, 
the bodies of their first wives and children be- 
GEN.

Kirkwood as Major of the Fifteenth Iowa In- 
fantry Volunteers. At the battle of Shiloh Maj. 
Belknap was severely wounded, but remained on 
the field. From that day to the end of the 
war he enjoyed the confidence of 
Grant, Sherman, McPherson, „ and every 
other officer under whom he served; He won on 
the battlefield every promo which he received. 
from that of Lieutenant-Colonel of his regiment 
to Major-General of volunteers by brevet, 

After the march to the sea under Sherman he 
was promoted to the co of the Fourth Di- 


a field officer when the army was reor- 
ganized in 1966, butideclined iu and was soon after- 
ward appointed Collector of © Revenue in 
Iowa. After the death 6f Gen, John A. 
Rawlins, President Grant first Secretary 
of War, in 1869, Gen. Belknap was appointed to 
that office and served continuously till March, 
1876, when he suddenly resigned, resolutions for 
his impeachment having been offered in the House 
of Representatives. These charged 
him with receiving money for appointments to 
post-traderships on Indian reservations. 
The charges caused a great sens 


. porte articles 

later ahd they were pre- 
sented to the Senate. Gen. Belkuap resigned his 
office of Secretapy of War before the trial 
and President Grant promptly accepted it. Bel- 
knap’s counsel disputed the jurisdiction of the 
Senate, he being no longer a civil officer, but the 
case was heard and the Senate dismissed it on the 
ground of a want of jurisdiction, although the 
question was taken on a verdict of “guilty” or 
‘not guilty.“ The vote stood @7 for a verdict of 
„ guilty” and 22 for acquittal. 

The impeachment and trial of Gen. Belknap 
cast a deep cloud over his life and prospects, and 
for several years he was made to feel that his life 
was blasted. In the first days of his trouble his 
old friend Justice Miller walked into the room 
one day where Gen. Belknap was sitting, silent 
and downcast. 

“ Belknap,” said Miller in his Rearty, blaff way, 
but in a tone of deep sympathy, “I see your 
friends seem to have deserted you, 
say that I am still your friend, and that I intend 
to stand by you. My advice is that you stand by 
your wife.“ 

This reference to Mrs. Belknap was affecting to 
the General, for he was devoted to her. She was 
a handsome, fascinating woman—a widow when 
he married her as his second wife—and had an 
ambition to rival Mrs. Secretary Fish and Mrs. 
Secretary Robeson in her entertainments as a 
wife of a Cabinet officer, but Gen. Belknap’s finan- 
cial condition did not permit her to maintain 
so costly a style of living, and the temptation to 
increase her resources by using her influence to 
secure lucrative appointments in the gift of her 
husband was very great. Gen. Belknap’s most 
intimate friends sdy the mistake of his life was in 
tendering his resignation with the chivalric in- 
tention of shielding his wife. 

But the unmurmuring silence which he main- 
tained on this phase of the story till death made 
him many more friends and admirers. Of late 
years few men who knew him well believed that 
he had any corrupt connection with the appoint- 
ments which caused his downfall. Since his re 
tirement from public life Gen. Belknap had 
resided in Washington and had enjoyed a lucra- 
tive practice. 

Mrs. Belknap and her daughter resided abroad 
for a number of years after the impeachment 
trial and afterwards spent much timein Wash- 
ington and New York. Her self-sacrificing hus- 
band has left a host of devoted friends in Wash- 
ington to mourn his sudden departure. ] 


DANCED ON A MILWAUKEE BRIDGE. 


Lively Scene Caused by an Electric Wire— 
Other Matters. 


Mir wauxza, Wis., Oct. 13.—[Special.]— 


There was an unusual commotion about 
Grand avenue bridge this afternoon. For 
nearly half an hour about every horse that 
stepped on the bridge was prostrated by elec- 
tricity from a broken ground wire of the elec- 
tric street-car line. The shock took the horses 
off their feet m a moment, and it was some 
minutes before they could recover themselves. 
A policeman who happened to touch the bit 
of one of the prostrated animals received a 
shock that knocked him down.

FOREORDINATION IN DISFAVOR. 


The Presbyterian Committee on Revision 
of Faith Tones Down the Confession. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Oct. 13.—[Special. At the 
session of the Committee on the Revision of 
the Confession of Faith today the principal 
action taken was a final decision on the 
chapter relating to foreordination. Sec. 1 was 
revised to a more concise reading, so that it 
does not seem that God is the author of sin. 
The last clause of . 3, which reads, “And 


others foreordai to everlasting death,” 


was omitted. Sec. 4, which reads, These 
angels and men thus predestinated 
and foreordained are particularly and 
unchangeably designed, and their number is 
so certain and definite that it cannot be either 


increased or. diminished, was also omitted. | 
The other sections were modified in various 


ways without making any radical changes. 


The principle of foreordination was not at- 


tacked in any way and nothing was done 
affecting the doctrines of the church. Chap. 
4, which is called the chapter of creation, was 
also settled finally, but the committee refuses 
to make known what changes were made. 


Considerable time was devoted to the dis- | 


cussion of Chap. 9 and 10. Letters were read 
from the Morris, Orange, and Pekin Pres- 
byteries asking for a revision of the first 
clause of the third section. The clause reads; 
„Man by his fall into a state of sin hath 


wholly lost all ability of will to any spiritual 


good accompanying salvation.” The debate 
indicated that the majority desires the section 
to be revised so it will not declare that man is 
entirely incapable of doing anything toward 
his own salvation. Action was postponed till 
Judge Strong, who was summoned to Wash- 
ington by the illness of Justice Miller, shall 
return. Chap. 10, relating to the salvation of 


infants and idiots, was considered for a short 


time this evening. Action probably will be 
taken on it tomorrow. The committee de- 
cided to adjourn at 5:30 tomorrow evening.

herein set forth, and also the repeal of so much 
of said law as provides for public supervision over 
private 

The Democrats say: 

The parental right to direct and contrgl 
the education of the child should forever remain 
inviolate, and that the provisions of the law of 
1889, commonly known as the Compulsory Educa- 
tional statute, impairing that inalienable right 
should be at once repealed. 

The Democrats do not declare for the repeal 
of the law as a whole as they do in Wisconsin, 
but for the repeal of the provisions of it which 
they and the Republicans alike deem unneces- 
sary or unwise. The Republican platform de- 
clares in favor of a compulsory education 
law.“ The Democratic one is for compulsory 
education in the sense that parents who vio- 
‘late or neglect their parental duty may be 
„ compelled to its performance.” In such 
cases only is compulsion needed. 

Cut out of the Democratic platform the 
stump speech it contains, trim it of its unnec- 
essary words, and it will be found to be in es- 
sence the same as that of the Republicans of 
Illinois, and differing widely from that of the 
Wiscpnsin Democrats, who with their mounte- 
bank leader are demanding the ungonditional 
repeal of the law and of all compulsion to at- 
tend school. If the News is unable to see this 
identity it is either because it does not want 
to or because it cannot understand the mean- 
ing of language. Had it been a fact that the 
Illinois Democrats demanded a repeal of the 
law out and out Tuz Tarsune would have de- 
nounced their platform the day after its 
adoption and not have waited, like the News, 
till the of October to do it. 

But if the News wants further evidence of 
the correctness of Taz Trrpune’s construction 
of the Democratic platforgn let it turn to the 
German Lutherans. They do not believe that 
it commits that party to the repeal of the law, 
for they are sending just the same letter and 
pledge to Republican and to Democratic can- 
didates for the Legislature. If they believed 
the Democrats had promised to repeal that 
law they would not throw away their ciréulars 
on members of that party, but would vote for 
them without further inquiry. 

The evidence of the German Lutherans 
ought to settle the question. They have shown 
that they think the two platforms are thesame 
in idea, substance, and promise. They have 
pondered over the wordy platitudes of the 
Democratic platform, but find that when 
boiled down they mean the amendment of the 
law but not its repeAl. But it is the repeal 
those German Lutherans are after, and as the 
platform does not give it they are asking can- 
didates to pledge themselves to it. What they 
want is to abolish the American language in 
the schools and to raise up the children of 
German parents in profound ignorance of the 
language of this country and thereby cripple 
them mentally and inflict on them an immense 
injury for life. The News would do well to 
talk less brashly and investigate more thor- 
oughly. 

IRON AND HUMAN PROGRESS. 

The vast increase in the production of iron 
which has characterized the present genera- 
tion, and of steel which has marked the last 
few years, is the exponent of a revolution in 
the direction and range of human energy. It 
has created a wealth of new machinery enor- 
mously to increase the efficiency of manual 
labor, but is perhaps even more prominent in 
the impetus it has given to transportation 
both by sea and-land, especially the latter. 
The recent gridironing of this and other coun- 
tries with railroads has permitted the average 
man to travel and thus increase his knowledge 
at a greater rate than that of the change 
in his horizon, which was possible only 
with the few in the early part of 
this century. But it has done even more 
for the increase of human comfort and ability 
by multiplyigg more than a thousand fold the 
facilities for the transfer of crude material or 
manufactured product from one place to 
another. It brings to the worker in shop or 
factory the raw production of other lands or 
sections, and carries it away swiftly in nearer 
perfected form to consumers after he has 
availed himself of the labor-saving processes 
which are only possible with the use of 
machinery and power situated in one place. 
Instead of the worker having to spend a large 
part of his time in collecting and distributing, 
over limited areas, he can now devote all the 
energies of his frame to effecting a change of 
shape, while a thousand other persons stand 
ready to minister to his needs in performing 
the required transfer between those from 
whom he buys and to whom he sells. 

As a consequence the effectiveness of the av- 
erage toiler has increased more than a hundred 
times within the last fifty years. In carrying 
loads from one place to another man used to 
employ his physical powers to the least possi- 
ble advantage. The carrying of a weight of 
sixty pounds ten milesin a day was not far 
from the limit of his power. Now, after a lit- 
tle instruction in his duties, he can transport 
100 tons a distance of 500 miles in the same 
time, while his brother at home is able to per- 
form a similarly increased amount of work by 
dint of resting his lower extremities and using 
his arms and fingers, the members which lying 
nearer the brain can most readily respond to 


be now employed in a thousand places 


where formerly it would have been wasted. 


The difference in results may be illustrated by 


a look at the Chicago of fifty years ago and 
the city of today. Then a few men bought 
the contents of the “ prairie or? i 
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two or three days; and the load s small num- 
ber of bushels of grain or dressed hogs. That 
constituted about all the trade of the future 

ity. Thate were no manufactures, because 
none were wanted. The grain produced by 
hend and marketed by wagon gave but an in- 
Significant return to either farmer or mer- 
chant for the toils of the whole year. 

What a change since then! Tho railroad 
has opened up to actual settlement many mill- 
ions of acres of land further west, and each 
year that area pours into our lap $400,000,000 
worth of produce, receiving in exchange that 
much of merchandise and manufactures, while 
the latte? are increased: to much greater vol- 
ume than thet by the requirements of city 
residents and the investment of capital in fur- 
ther building up the country around us. As 
was stated in a recent issue of Taz Txrsuns, 
Chicago now brings coke 500 miles from the 
Pittsburg region, ore from nearly as great a 
distance on the shores of Lake Superior, and 
lime from hundreds of miles away, yet can melt 
them together in its furnaces so cheaply as to 
be able to send the iron and steel all over the 
West and maintain the proud position of 
leader in the steel manufactures of the conti- 
nent. 

The introduction of the steel rail and the 
“iron horse to traverse the new highways 
across the continent with ponderous loads of 
material wealth and the accompanying setting 
up of machinery for otherwise ministering to 
the wants and enjoyments of the people has 
wrought these and other wonders. It has set- 
tled our broad prairies, clear up to the bases 
of the Rocky Mountain backbone of the con- 
tinent and beyond it, with a thrifty, energetic 
population, in place of the Indian and buffalo, 
which formerly disputed possession with each 
other for right to occupy, It has set them to 
work 1n raising food to supply the deficiencies 
of our States further east and of Europe, 
has enabled them to pursue their avo- 
eations in comfort as well as safety, 
and immeasurably increased the acces- 
sories of civilized enjoyment available to all 
those in the more thickly settled portions of 
the broad domain. It has done this by means 
of a vast saving of what was formerly. wasted 
energy and waste time, And the improve- 
ment is still in progress, with perhaps only a 
tithe of its possibilities as yet accomplished. 
Not only are new lines of railroad being built, 
but the old ones are in,course of improve- 
ment by the substitution of steel rails for iron 
ones, and heavier ones for the light weights 
at first used. Better bridges are being built 
and more solid roadbeds. This permits the 
employment of bigger locomotives, more ca- 
pacious cars, and a greater number of both, 
materially increasing the amount of work 
that is done with the aid of a given amount 
of human labor and quantity of fuel, and 
thus cheapening the actual cost of transporta- 
tion as much as that of production is lessened 
by concurrent improvements in stationary 
machinery. The consequence of all this must 
be a still further releasing of labor from its 
daily toil, a further elevation of the worker in 
the scale of relative importance to the com- 
munity, a still more extensive cheapening of 
the cost of living, and the allowing of more 
time than. could hitherto be spared for the 
cultivation of the mentality and widening out 
of intellectual power. The great elevation of 
humanity in the past has been accomplished 
by the brain saving the work of the legs 
and furnishing the fingers with more con- 
genial employment. Who can tell how much 
room there is for further progress, or where it 
will stop? 


ADULT MAL ES AND VOTERS IN CHICAGO 

A eity paper—the News—commenting on’ 
the good work the Republican leaders are try- 
ing to do in getting their voters to register, 
says the field of non-registered voters is an 
immense one to draw from,“ and then pro- 
ceeds to state that while the school censts of 
June last shows there were 409,668 males of 21 
and over in the city the largest vote ever cast 
in the county was that of 1888, which agyre- 
gated 172,677. 

There is undoubtedly a striking difference 
between the adult males and the number of 
votes cast, but it is not as great as the above 
figures would indicate by perhaps 100,000. 
The weak point of that school census is the 
disproportionate number of males over 21 
which it returned, When it returns 80,000 more 
adult males than females it 1s grossly in 
error. The mistake was made by counting 
tens of thousands of men twice over—once at 
their workshops in the manufacturing wards 
and once at their homes. The ward figures 
show this. It is not true that every third 
Chicagoan is a male of 21 or over. It is neces- 
sary to go to a frontier town, where women 
have not gone, to find anything of that kind. 

A heavy allowance must be made therefore 
for the men who were returned twice in the 
school census. It would not be out of the 
way, perhaps, to put it at 60,000 to 70,000, Then 
it must be borne in mind that the army of the 
unnaturalized is an immense one. The num- 
ber of foreigners who come to Chicago almost 
immediately after landingor drift in after- 
wards for work is very large. The Constitu- 
tion of IIlinois does not allow them to vote 
till they are citizens of the United | States by 
virtue of five years’ residence in the country. 
So, allowing for those who spent more or.less 
time at the East before settling here, it is safe 


to say that half of the adult males of foreign 


birth who have arrived in Chicago within the 
last six years are not entitled to vote, Of those 
who have been in the country long enough to 
become citizens a large percentage for various 
reasons neglect to take out their papers for 
one, two, three, four, or more years. 

Then when the number of actual voters is 
compared with that of possible voters allow- 
ance should be made for those who do not ap- 
pear onthe registry lists because of sheer in- 
difference or because of the mistaken belief that 
they can thereby dodge jury service. On off 


years many do not register because the only | 


day for doing so is three weeks before election- 
day and they have not begun to take an inter- 
est in politics by that time. Often the local 
candidates have not been selected until after the 
registration-day. Then the fact that there are 
so few opportunities for registration makes it 
impossible for numbers of commercial trav- 
elers, and invalids, and persons absent on busi- 
ness to get on the lists, as they are either sick 
or out of town on the only day when they can 
register. The News’ estimate of possible 
votes 1s fully 100,000 too high. 
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LIFE INSURANCE. 

The returns of thirty life insurance com- 
panies doing business in the State of New 
York contain some matter of interest to the 
insuring public. The total payments to policy- 
holders last year were $79,273,667, and the 
amount paid out for commissions, salaries, 
medical fees, and other expenditures, not in- 
cluding dividends to either stock or policy 
holders, was about $34,900,000. This amount 
is more than 40 per cent of the payments on 
losses by death and dividends. It is more 
than 53 per cent of the payments for losses 
tendered, or purchased. In addition to the 
sum of these items the panies

it may be said to be evident that the insured 


pay to the companies as a class far more than 
their survivors receive back on the surrender 
of the policies. The desired insurance might be 
effected with much less of a margin of profits 


to solicitors and agents, and to do go would | 


be highly desirable, but it is by no means cer- 
tain that the wished-for relief can be obtained 
by a wider resort to the mutual assessment 
plan. The mischief with the latter is that 
itisa kind of insurance which does not in- 
sure. A man may pay assessments made by 
one of the mutual associations for a score of 
years only to have it “go back on him at the 
time his heirs want the money. There is no 
bond of union to keep the society together, 
while the expensiveness of the orthodox ar- 
rangement forms a cementing tie something 
like the National debt, which was long ago de- 
fined to be a National blessing. The com- 
ment on large cost in proportion to the secu- 
rity furtiished is not intended as favoring the 
idea that the assessment plan is an improve- 
ment on the other, but simply to cali atten- 
tion to the fact that the cost is enormous and 
perhaps lead up to a lessening of its percent- 
age to the total amount paid out on losses and 
claims. 


BINDING TWINE BEFORE AND AFTER 
THE BILL PASSED. ’ 

The Tariff bill as reported to the House by 
the Ways and Means Committee put the raw 
materials of the binding-twine manufacturers 
on the free list, and cut down the duty on the 
manufactured article from 2 to 1 cents a 
pound. Thereupon the cordage manufact- 
urers of the United States sent to the Finance 
Committee of the Senate a communication in 
which they said: 

We beg that you will amend the clause in the 
Tariff bill which relates to our business. It 
places a duty of 1K cents per pound upon binding 
twine. Should this become a law it will close our 
milf. We ask for 1% cents per pound, an in- 
crease of cent. We know that noth- 
ing less will keep our mulls alive against the 66 
per cent lower wages of foreign competitors. 
Owing to the loss of the Canadian and so much 
of the South American trade our mills cannot 
now run more than two-thirds of their time or 
capacity, increasing the cost of manufacture. For 
two years, while the farmers were complaining 
that truste were the cause of high prices, the 
manufacturers were selling rope and twine on an 
average at the very cost of the fibor. [7] 

This plea was unheeded by the members from 
the farming districts. The duty was not ad- 
vanced. It came near being done away with 
entirely, and was finally cut down to seven- 
tenths of a cent a pound, less than half what 
the manufacturers said it was necessary they 
should have in order to do business. 

The bill having passed allowing 7-10 cent a 
pound protection, a corporation which con- 
trols tourteen of the forty-two cordage and 
binding-twine mills of the country is offering 
for sale five million dollars’ worth of 8 per 
cent preferred cumulative stock, dividends 
payable quarterly. After the payment of 8 
per cent on the preferred stock and 12 per 
cent on the common stock, which amounts to 


810,000,000, any further dividends will be di- 


vided pro rata between the two classes. It ap- 
pears from affidavits in the prospectus that 


the annual aggregate profite of the several con- 
cerns for the last ten years have been more than 
enough to pay the annual dividend on the pre- 
ferred stock and leave a very large surplus, not- 
withstanding the fact that during some of that 
period the interests now consolidated were in com- 
petition of a character now avoided. 

The committee further certifies that at no time 
within the last twenty-five years have the aggre- 
gate annual profits of the several concerns been 


insufficient to pay the 8 per cent dividend on the, 
preferred stock, although the consumption of 


cordage at the beginning of that period was only 
one-quarter what it is today. 

According to this the binding-twine mills 
have been making money hand over fist, even 
when they were sélling their twine at “ the 
cost of the fiber’’ and when they were run- 
ning their mills but ¢wo-thirds of the time. 

But how are the twa statements to be recon- 
ciled—that nothing less than 13% cents protec- 
tion will keep the mills alive and this offer of 
five millions of preferred cumulative stock 
which is to pay 8 per cent? That is a good 
rate of profit for an industry which was to be 
“ruined.” Can it be that the cordage manu- 
facturers were fibbing when they said a cent 
and a quarter a pound would shut them up? 
Read again the statement of “the cordage 
manufacturers of the United States, submit- 
ted to the Senate Committee on Finance on 
the 26th of May, 1890—viz. : 

Sir: The cordage and binder-twine manufact- 
urers of the United States beg that your honor- 
able committee will amend that clause in the 
Tariff bill which relates to our business. It places 
a duty of 14% cents per pound on binder twine. 
Should this become a law it will close our mills. 
We ask for 1% cents per pound, an increase of 
one-half cent. x

ITALY AND THE M’KINLEY BILL. 

The New York World says: 

It is discouraging though not surprising news 
that the committee appointed by the Italian Gov- 
ernment to arrange for an exhibition of Italian 
art and industry at the Chicago World's Fair has 
dissolved. 

The reason assigned by the committee is that in 
view of the passage of the McKinley bill very few 
Italian manufacturers will care to make any ex- 
hibition of their wares in this country. The in- 
ducements to such exhibits is the hope of com- 
mending the wares shown and securing a safe for 
them. As Congress has in effect forbidden the 
sale in this country of the greater part of the for- 
eign goods likely to be shown the manufacturers 
naturally do not care to be at the trouble and cost 
of exhibition. 


If any such committee has taken any such 
action it has shown its utter ignorance of the 
McKinley bill and its possible effect on Italian 
art and industry. The American imports from 
Italy during the fiscal year 1888-89 were val- 
ued at $17,992,000, Of these nearly half, or 
$8,494,000 worth, were let in free, Of this 


eight and a half millions four and a half was 


raw silk, and a million and a half argol. 
Each of these is left on the free list. 

The dutiable imports amounted to $9,500,- 
000. The chief item was lemons and or- 
anges, valued at $4,480,000. The duty on these 
has been raised a mere trifle by putting a 30 
per cent duty on the value of the boxes or 
barrels the fruit comes in. But this is a 
small increase and will discourage neithér 
Italian artists nor manufacturers, for 
it is not their business to pro- 
duce lemons or oranges. The duty on some 
silk goods has hardly been changed—remain- 
ing about the same—but the United States 
took from Italy only $200,000 worth of these 
manufactures. Of olive ml it took $300,000 
worth, but a higher duty on salad oil is offset 
by, free-listing the inferior grades. Of straw 
country bought about $600,000 
worth. The duties are advanced a mere 
shadow. On pictures and statuary they are 
cut down a half. Thus it will be seen that 
Italian manufacturers, sending to this coun- 
try less than five million dollars’ worth of 
manufactured dutiable articles, the duties on 
which are practically not raised, are not the 
ones to make any special hullabaloo about 
the McKinley bill, as it doesn't hurt them. 
Sending as little here as they do, it would 
seem to be wise for them to take quick ad- 
vantage of the Exposition and make an effort 
to familiarize the Western world with their 
fine goods. 

But if they choose to be cranky and say 
they can get along without the United States, 
very well; it can get along without them. 
While this country took $17,992,000 worth of 
Italian products, Italy took from the United 
States only $12,543,000. Of this six and a half 
millions consisted of raw cotton, nearly three 
millions of tobacco, and a million and three- 
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lars in specie yearly. 27 

The refusal of the French Government two 
years ago to extend the commercial treaties 
with Italy has cut down the Italian exports to 
France from $62,000,000 to $82,000,000. This 
isa severe blow to Italian industries and 
manufactures, but less fuss has been made 
about it than about the McKinley bill, the act- 
ual effect of which will not hurt Italian trade 
to any ap able degree. 


There is promige of one of the prettiest po- 
litical contests in the history of this State in 
the Second Congressional District this fall. 
the Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, and Tenth Wards, 
and part of the Nineteenth, has been repre- 
sented hitherto by anfrishman. John F. Fin- 
erty was its first Representative.

This time the contest will be between an 
Irishman and a German. The Democrats 
have numinated a free-trader, Laurence E. 
McGann, a young man who came here from 
Ireland several years ago. The Fersonal 
Rights party has nominated John G. Schaar, 
a smart, well-educated German, who supports 
Blaine's reciprocity scheme. The Republic- 
ans in the district intend to indorse Mr. 
Schaar. The contest will be a lively one. In 
spite of all that can be done to prevent it the 
fight will be made largely on nationalistic 
lines. The Germans as a rule will support 
Schaar. The bulk of the Irish will support 
the free-trader McGann. He believes in 
throwing open the ports of this country to 
the manufactured goods of Great Britain, 
which of course would be followed by 
a reduction of the American scale of wages to 
the European and British standards. Mr. 
Schaar, on the other hand, subscribes to the 


reciprocity doctrine of Secretary Blaine. He 


believes in a tariff for protection, but not in a 
tariff for monopoly. He believes in extend- 
ing the principles of the Monroe doctrine to 
commercial relations. On such a platform he 
will command nearly the whole German, 
Scandinavian, and American vote of the dis- 
trict. The other nationalities in the district, 
the Bohemians atid the Poles, will be divided, 
the majority of them going to McGann 
through City-Hall and other influences. Both 
men are capable and honest. Either is im- 
superior to the blatant little 
demagogue Lawler, who has represented or 
misrepresented the district for six years. The 
contest between the Teuton and the Cels will 
be worth watching.

CAN'T STOP RATE-CUTTING 


KINLEY NOT TO BE ALLOWED TO TAKE 
CHARGE OF TICKET COLLECTIONS. 


Measures to Stop the Abuse of Harvest Ex- 
cursion Tickets Obnoxicus to General 
Passenger Agents—East-Bound Freight 
Shipments Stimulated by Kate-Cutting— 
Faithorn’s Successor to Be Named—Mis- 
cellaneous Railroad News. 


At the meeting of the Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation held in this city last week a committee 
was appointed to recommend a plan whereby the 
manipulation of harvest excursion rates may be 
prevented, it having been discovered that a large 
number of these tickets had fallen into the hands 
of scalpers, and that the latter did not acquire 
them by legitimate means, but that most of the 
tickets were placed in theig hands by railroad of- 
ficials. It was agreed that as soon as the commit- 
tee had made its report it should be submitted to 
the various roads in the association for their vote. 
The committee made its report yesterday, and 
the roads were asked to vote uponit at once in 
order to prevent the abuse of the harvest excur- 
sion tickets, the sale of which has been author- 
ized for today. 

The committee recommends that with the close 
of the sale of these tickets this cvening a state- 
ment of all sales of such tickets at general ticket. 
city, and depot ticket offices in the 
Cities of Chicago and St. Lonis shall be 
filed with the Chairman, subject to verifica- 
tion in any manner he may select; that 
supplementary statements of the same character 
shall be tiled with the Chairman covering tickets 
issued on exchange orders for the same occasion, 
not later than Oct. 17; that the Chairman be em- 
powered to take charge of conductors collections 
of going and return coupons for thirty days from 
Oct. 14, 1890, with the understanding that he shall, 
after his examination of same, turn them over to 
the proper accounting officer of the associated 
line interested, the understanding being that it 
is not contemplated to remove those collections 
at any time from the offices of members; that the 
Chairman be empowered to purchase at Chicago 
and St. Louis portions of harvest excursion tick- 
ets issued for the excursion of Oct. 14, which may 
be found to be disturbing the established tariff 
rates, and the lines over which read agree 
to redeem them at once at cost to the Chairman;

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THE LE GRAND COMPANY WINS. 


Judge Shepard Decides Against the Attor- 
ney-General—Other Legal News, 

An interesting question was passed on by Judge 
Shepard yesterday in the bill Brought by Attor- 
ney-General Hunt to wind up the affairs of the 
Le Grand company, which was organized Aug. 27 
1884, under the name of the Le Grand Roller-Skat- 
ing Rink company with a capital k of $20,000, 
subsequently iggreased to $100, After 
a charter it secured a lease from the North Chi- 
cago City Railway company of premies on North 
Clark street, near Elm street, and expended $12,- 
000 the completion of a skating rink, dance 
hall, and natatorium. A loan of $10,000 was se- 
cured from Adam L. Amberg on the security of 
the lease of the premises. Amberg paid $2,397 for 
rent and then gave up the lease to the North Chi- 
cago City railway company for $12,500. The rail- 
way company took possession of the premises for 
its cable power-house, and the Le Grand company 
filed a bill claiming a right of redemption in the 
8 which suit is still pending before Judge 

ey. 

In the present suit the Attorney-General alleges 
that the Le Grand company has gone out of ex- 
istence ; that it became heavily involved in debt, 
and that George W. and E. K. Irwin, Charles B. 
McLean, Charles C. Filbrick. A. T. Andreas, and 
other stockholders have never paid up their sub- 
scription for stock. It was stated that the Le 
Grand company was not carrying out its incorpor- 
ative object, and the court was asked to declare 

the charter forfeited and appoint a receiver to 
collect the subscriptions and pay the debts. A 
cross-bill was filed by the paving firm of Watson 
& Perkins to collect a claim of $523.
